I Tlie Ruckman family will hold a' 
reunion at the home of James Renick 
. Ruckman at the old homestead, near 
■ ' MHIpoint, on Sunday, July 3, 1032 
* This is eminently fit and proper, for 
their ancestor. David Little Ruck¬ 
man, came to the plantation just one 
hundred years ago this year.

That in Virginia 
people lived in houses with earthen 
floors, discarding the use of wood.

Upon 
reaching the place of destination, and 
finding what earthen floors meant on 
on the Virginia frontier, her disap¬ 
pointment was so intense that she 
wished to return at once; but circum¬ 
stances were such that this was im¬ 
possible.
